These short but expressive Jettefs 
written T>y Bismarck undoubtedly show 
the mas, while his public record shows 
the machine. 
Yet the public will 


doufctlesa continue to Judge the real 
B'smarek by the standard of the ar- 
tificial. The brief glimpse of the poet- 
philosopher, disclosed by the posthum- 
ous publication, will soon be replaced 
by the familiar picture of the iron- 
handed helmsman, with no. thought 
heyond the course of the SMp of state. 
Bismarck's life is not the only exam- 
ple of an inner suicide for the sake of 
state. Few public men cast off the 
restraint that comes with prominence 
IE the sight of the people. They find 
tfcat it is easier to impress with the 
owl-like mask • of sternness or imper- 
turbability, rather than to .give free 
rein io fancy and expression. Lincoln 
was one of those rare beings whose 
simplicity:of soul and whose tenderly 
humorous via-sr of life could not he 
kept back by the dignity of statesman- 
ship. His inner life was" not a sealed 
book, to be opened after his death,and 
in consequence there is evidenced more 
of lore than of awe when his name is 
recalled. Lincoln's life suggests that 
man can be himself at all times, but 
seemingly the lesson has been lest 
upon men. It is the commonly accept- 
pd view that one cannot be natural and 
lie great. Bismarck's orerSow of soul, 
as evidenced in his letters, shows the 
pathos aad the us^lessness of it all. 
The missives of the man of iron prove 
tbat the sorry scheme of artificiality 
in public Ufa should be shattered and 
"remodeled nearer to the heart's de- 
sire."—Denver Eeoublican.

EAGLE AS AN EMBLEM. 


Selected Officially by tho United States 


in Jane. 1782. 


The selection, of the eagle as a na- 


tional emblem by the United States 
was officially made ia June, 1732. \Vhlle 
John Adams 
-c-as in England 
on 


a governmental mission, he formed the 
acquaintance of Sir John Jvestwich, 
an accomplished antiguarian. Adams 
one day mentioned that his country- 
men hod not decided upon a national 
coat-of-arms. The baronet surgeated 
that an escutcheon, hearing thirteen 
vertical stripes, white and red, with 
the chief blue, and spangled with thir- 
teen stars, would make a flss device, 
and he thought it would give it mere 
consequence to place this shield on 
the breast of a displayed American 
eagle without supporters, as emblem- 
atic of self reliance. Meanwhile, a 
committee of the continental congress 
had been discussing the matter of a 
seal for the United States, sad on 
June 13, 1782, referred the. matter to 
its fiecretary, Charles Thomson, who
